the incompetence of Judges. © 

Another important’ principle’ which has. 
been strangely disregarded in the appoint- 
‘mentof Federal Judges is that of promotion. 
Other things being ‘equal, the ‘promotion of 
# Judge on the Bench is far better for the 
public welfare ‘than is ‘the seléction of a 
lawyer at the Bar. ‘Judicial experience is a 
valuable qualification in a Judge, and the 
public should not be deprived of its advan- 
tages unless a greater or an equal gain is 
secured in another direction, It takes time 
to make good Judges, even of the best law- 
yers, and in the highér courts there is often 
no necessity or excuse for this ‘process of 
judicial training. When, for instance, a 
Chief-Justice of the United States is to be 
appointed, it would seem that the most 


eligible person would be found among the- 


eight Associate Judges whose experience 
has made them familiar with the duties of 
the position,and whose ‘qualifications have 
been satisfactorily tested. This ‘principle 
is carried ont in some of the States by eon- 
stitutional dr legislative enactment, provid- 
ing that the Chief-Justice of the 

Court shall be succeeded by the Associate 
\ Justice of longest service. But, inthe high- 

est law tribunal of the United States, Judi- 
cial service seems to be an insurmountable 


‘bar between the position of: Chief. and that 


of Associate Justice... Again; when an As- 
sociate Justice on this Bench is to be chosen, 
there is.no lack of capable and experienced 
Judges in the Circuit and District Courts of 
the United States from whom a wise selec- 
tion might be made. In like manner, va- 
cancies in these inferior Federal tribunals 
could be ‘satisfactorily filled by promotions 
from Stata Supreme Courts. But. this sys- 
tem of appointment is'followed little more 
in the case of the lower than it is in that of 
the highest Federal Judges. 

That the President, as a rule, should ap- 
point to important Judicial positions those 
who are of his own political faith is but 
natural and proper. Consciously or uncon- 
aciously, the most upright of Judges, in con- 
struing the law, are sometimes «influenced 
by their political convictions. When pub- 
lic interests of the highest importance are 
atstake; asin the case of the meaning to. 
be given to the recent constitutional amend- 
ments by the Supreme Court of the United 
States. it is not to be expected that.a vacan- 
ey on that Bench would be-filled by the ap- 
pointment of a Judge. whose political 
tendencies might work an irreparable pub- 
lic mischief. But the recognition of this 
principle does not prevent the sélection of 
the most learned, experienced, and upright 
jurists for judicial service. By the choice 
of such Judges only can our Jadiciary be 
made worthy of ‘the highest respect at 
home and honor abroad.

GIVE THE BOYS A CHANCE. 

A young man lately sued his employer, to 
whom he had been apprenticed, for a failure 
to. teach him all of the mysteries of the 
craft..of horse-shoeing, . It ~vas set up in 
behalf of the mastex that the apprentice, 
having’ served out the time .for which he 
was indentured, unreasonably expected 
that hé should be able to show that he had 
the complete skill of a finished. workman, 
or *‘ full hand.” The apprentice claimed 
that he had not been taught according to 


contract. The master argued that a new 


graduate from the blacksmith’s shop could 
not. possibly be. equal to a finished work- 
man who had added years of a journeyman’s 
work to the practice ofan apprentice. The 
decision in. this case has not been given, 
but the controversy recalls the oft-repeated 
stitement that the causes of the decay of 
the apprenticeship system in this country. 
aretwo in number: - The greed of masters 
who try:to get men’s work at’ boys’ wages, 
and the greed.of journéymen. who’ attempt 
to control the market’ for skilled labor by 
exéluding apprentices. .° -

States. the sons of a 
largé: family would divide among them- 
selves’ the college’ “scholarship, ‘the 
chance. to “go to sea,” the mechanic ap- 
prenticeship, the position in the counting-. 
house or store, and the farm work.. All 
this has changed... Few boys ship “before 
the mast” with & prospect of rising to the 
quarter-deck. Fewer yet take kindly to 
farming; and a selfish and brutal trades- 
unionist bars the way.to the bench of the 
mechanic, “The “consequences of this 
change are apparent. To the ‘oft-repeated 
and snxious inquiry, “ What shall be done 
with the boys?” there is no satisfactory an- 
awer, Towns and cities are fall of half-grown 
lads destitute of the knowledge of any use- 
fil trade or calling, and with nothing be- 
fore them but the prospect. of an idle and 
thriftless life, The mercantile profession 
is crowded with youtg’ men, sud every 
mercantile house is haunted with thousands 
of anxious lads who seek to edge themselves 
into the lowest and most unpromising places. 
The number'of young, straggling, and. in- 
competent physicians, lawyers, and den* 
tists ig beyond all edmputation. —Mean- 
time, the mechanical trades need, “more 
than can be told,’ intelligent, honest, 
capable, and industrious*-men in m. 
This . would, seem to be the opportunity for 
the boys, if the obstacles to which we have 
referred could be removed. ‘Something must 
be done to break down the iron rules of 
the'trades-unions, so that the boys shall have 
a chance to learn trades. Parents who have 
at heart the permanent well-being of their 
boys will see to it that they are fairly 
taught the calling which they may choose, 
even at the cost of a temporary sacrifice of 
income. And boys should have this motto 
impressed upon them in’the trade they un- 
dertake—Be Thorough... 
| PRIVILEGE OF THR TALEGRAPH, 

Objection to compelling production of 
telegrams takes too much the form: that they 
should be respected like. letters sent by. mail. 
This is a very weak and superficial view. A 
bill expressed in that way may be easier lob- 
bied through Congress, bécause it moans either 
very little or a great deal, according as it is un- 
derstood. But it does not proffer any lucid, 
practical rule. There is not, by éxisting law, 
any material difference between the treatment 
of letters and that of telegrams, except such as 
is necessarily incident t6 the differences in the 
two modes of communication. Compare the two. 
Oldschool and Newway are two merchants 
using, one the mail, the other the telegraph. 
Oldschool drafts a letter, and his clerk makes a 
fair copy to be sent; or the letter. is, perhaps, 
pressed.in a book: Newwsay writes.e communi- 
cation, and hands it to a telegraph. operator, 
who transmits the language and files-the paper. 
The draft or copy of the letter preserved; and 
the message filed, correspond in nature, and the 
law treats them‘ substantially alike: Neither 
has any especial or peculiar privilege. The 
copy or draft of a letter may be elicited by a 
subpcme and read in evidence in behalf of any 
party properly entitled, after he hasshown why 
he cannot produce the original, ‘There is no 

peculiar protection accorded to letters, which it 
would do any good to extend to telegrams, until 
the letter sent commences its ‘journey. Then 
there is a distinct rule as to Olaschool’s. letter 
that it must not be detained on the way by any 
inguisition. Postmasters may suspect’ it. con- 
tains obscene: matter, but they must not open it 
‘to see. Oustom-house officers. may imagine it 
carries sthuggled diamonds; they ot atop, 
it to investigate, The rR eae may 
have knowledge that it carries treasonable in- 
formation; he must let {t go through, notwith- 
standing. “The doctrine was well explained. 
by the Suoreme Court in the case of Jack- 
BON about two years ago. It amounts to no 
more than. this, that the transmission of the 
letter is to be free and unimpeded. ‘A general, 
irresponsible examination of letters while on 
their way is not allowed, not even on s pretext. 
of detecting and punishing crime. But the, 
‘Judges in Jackson's ease said, not that letters 
were privileged from all legal inquiry, but that, 
{while in the mail they can only be opened and | 
examitied under like warrant, particularly de- 
scribing thé thing to be seized, as is required 
when papers are subjected to search in one’s’ 
own household.” Theres little temptation or

least, are suspected of: being too’ often in clese 
alliance with the flesh «and the ‘devils Of 
course, in a million or more of inhabitants, it 
is folly to expect perfection or to deny the ex- 

istence of characters.and tendencies not wholly 
desirable. | Yet a fair: and. careful study. of the 
history and spirit of New-York must lead to a 

vehement protest against this wholesale way of 
disposing.of its réligion. 

We are not afraid of being langhed at by in- 
telligent readérs for: affirming, as we do, that 
this community in its historical record and its 
dominant social-elements, has always been rev- 
erential, and not only in the habit of church- 
going, but in theirprevailing convictions, the 
people. here have beén peculiarly theological as 
well as ecclesiastical. In fact, the very circum- 
stances that-have led to the opposite conclusion 
will, if justly: interpreted, confirm our state- 
ment. Thus, the absence ef-a certain austere 
manner aud dogmatic exclusiveness here. proves 
not so much the absence of serious convictions 
that care nothing for religion, as the existence 
of a certain kindly fellowship and institational 
comprehensiveness that take it for granted that 
Christianity is ahousehold birthright, and not a 


| mere matter of opinion. The old-fashioned 


Duteh Church ‘atarted in this way ‘with the 
religion which was brought from Holland, ‘and 
those hearty Knickerbookers ste their Christ- 
mas dinners and smoked their Paas pipes 
without putting the participants to any inquisi- 
torial test, however set they generally ware in 
their theological notions, .. They differed from 
the New-England Paritans in this respect, that 
they brought with them the whole social and 
national life of ‘the mother country, while the 
Puritans were: Noncomformists, who came ont 
from Old England, and had a bitter quarrel 
with her social manners as well as with her 
deminant Chureh, 

This distinction has\éontinued to mark the 
spirit and habit of the two communities, and to 
distinguish’ New-York: from New-England. 
While "New-York has: almost always kept, or 
tried to, keep, her social and ‘intellectual and 
civic life. within the ‘old historical conditions, 
and to assimilate all the new elements vo her 
own. religious. institutions, New-Engiand, 
learned arid earnest as her Puritan leaders 
have been, has tended to separate her ortho- 
doxy and herraling Church from genéral society, 
and to drive her more genial forms of society 
and her bolder and more: cultivated scholars 
and statesmen out of the ancient fold into what 
is called heresy and'schism: Thus, in Boston, 
the leading Puiritan city; a lerge proportion of 
the leaders of literature ard politics and society 
signed off trom the old platform’ and set up 
strong snd, ih some respects, a bitter opposition 
to the ancient faith. Pitty years azo the learned 
class. and the social and civic: leaders of Massa- 
chusetts ‘were’ outside of the old Puritan 
churches, and in. Boston only: one church re- 
mained tru¢ to the old Puritan orthodox loyal- 
ty. Harvard University concentrated and lea 
the revolt, and'in' 1826" the Theological School 
was there which made of the revolt

sistency with good business principles. He takes 
comfort im having the better affections and 
aspirations ministered to, and in bringing him- 
self and his family under the power of elevat- 
ing and quickening eloquence and devotion: 
Thas itis that commerce here has favored re- 
lgious institutions, and what is remarkable, it 
has, been .very generous toward theological in- 
struction. The Presbyterians have, apparently, 
taken the lead in this respect, and their Theo- 
logiéal Seminary has had princely benefactions 
from New-York merchants, and the library and 
museum, aswell as the lecture-room, of the in- 
stitution, are full: of fruits of this bounty. 

The recent move in the Episcopal Church of 
this'diocese to endow the’ General Theological 
Seminary by raising a.quarter of @ million ‘of 
dollars at oncedeserves commendation, and pub- 
lic. spirit_at large ought to rejoice. in this en- 
deayor to furnish adequate instruction to theo- 
logieal. students, and to enrich. the City by a 
worthy and duly-paid. corps of instructors. 
There is money enough in the Episcopal Church, 
and the time has come to turn it toward sound 
learning, 


THY MANUSCRIPT MARKET. 

Comparatively few . persons, even among 
those who. make manuscript regularly, have 
any clear understanding of what may be called 
the manuscript market; One of its permanent 
and peculiar conditions .is that the supply is 
always in: excess of the demand, so largely in 
excess, in fact, that it is often glutted. Nor is 
the. supply, as may de inferred, necessarily of 
an inferior kind. ..Contrariwise, it. is frequent- 
ly of ‘a. superior kind ; but, even when ‘recog- 
nized as such, it-may be so very dull ‘com- 
méreially. as not to find a single bidder. 

‘The popular notion—naturally erroneous be- 
cause popular—is that really good manuscripts 
are ever in demand; that they have a certain 
price, and are as ready of sale as a barrel of 
flour or a ton of coal. The trath—s sad one to: 
many. writers—is that a manuseript, in and of 
itself, however able or interesting, has no value. 
If preordered or backed by a noted name, it‘ia 
marketable; for, in the former case, it is a 
contract; in the latter, it is. a commodity. A 
manuscript, to have any value’ financially,: 
must not only have: been accepted, it must 
usually have been published, because few manu- 
scripts are.paid for until: publication. An un- 
accepted or unpublished: writing, whatever its 
literary worth in the eyes ef the author or his 
friends, has no. monetary.worth.. It may be 
appraised at one hundred, three hundred, or’ 
five hundred dollars, and by competent and 

ly acknowledged critics, but it can- 
not be sold’ in the .open’ market § at 
half, or a quarter, or an eighth of the 
appraisement Indeed,.it has no prospective 
\price ‘until some responsible publisher has 
agreed to put it in print, and then ite maker 
must bide the time of its appearance, which 
depends upon the humor of the publisher or 
any one of a hundred different circumstances. 
Some of the most famous works, cither read or 
supposed to be read by.pvery body, were once un- 
eonsidered sheets of ink-traced paper for which 
their ‘author long; but vainly, sought a pur- 
chaser. They may be counted now more 
precious than mines of gold; Dut he who 
created them would have been:happy to part 
with them for a trifle of silver. 

Almost anything but. manuscrip¢ will bring 
something. You can sell old iron, old clothes, 
broken, furnitare, muck-heaps, refuse of any 
sort: but poems, essays, novels, criticisms, in 
thetr/original form, are not marketable unless 
a publisher has approved and promised to use 
them. . The possessor of a thousand manu- 
seripts, which. might in due season. yield one 
hundred dollars egch,. could not gét a cheap 
Dreskfast with all of thom without a publisher’s 
guarantee. If SHAKESPEARE were alive to-day, 
he might starve to death with pockets. full 
of ‘Lears,” “Hamlets,” and ‘‘ Othellos.” His 
great dramas would be certain of recognition— 
their immortality could not long be hidden— 
but could he, had ‘not centuries stamped them. 
with renown,. hypothecate them in any res- 
tauirant for 4 steak and a cup of coffee? Pos 
terity often does for writings what contempora- 
Ties would count as impossible. A manuscript- 
| maker is not helped materially by knowing that 
‘his manuscript maybe marketable after he is
